Second Reading WithoutAny 


Earlier Motion to Reject Bill is Defeated by Vote of 431 to 39—Result 
Partly Due to Evidences That Country Favors Measure and 
Partly to Conciliation Policy of Premier Asquith—Labor, How- 
ever, is Not Reconciled in its Opposition to Measure.

LONDON, Jan, 12—Amid seenes of uproarious enthusiasm, the 
House of Commons at 11 o’clock tonight, defeated a motion to reject 
the military service bill, by a vote of 431 to 39. Immediately after- 
wards the House acceded to the premier’s request by passing the see- 
ond reading of the bill without division. 

The vote was chiefly interesting, on account of the changed atti- 
tude of many of the 105 members, who opposed it on the first reading. 

The debate was closed by Arthur Henderson, president of the 
board of education, in a much-applauded speech. He said it was a 
creat satisfaction to him that because of definite assurances given 
his friends and himself by the premier, in the name of the whole 
cabinet, he was able to remain for the present in the coalition minis- 
try. This fact would be regarded at home, and abroad, as a symbol 


of the nation’s unity. 


He closed with the statement : 


‘‘T have the authority of Earl Kitchener and the general staff 
that we require at once, not only the unmarried men enrolled under 
the Derby scheme, not only the married men who are waiting to be 
called, but also the whole available part of the 650,000 men with 


whom this measure deals.’’

LONDON, Jan. 12° (11:02 pm )— 
The British official statement reads: 
“Last night a raid wae carried out 
by our troops on hostile trenches enst 
of Armentieres, About twenty of the 
enemy ‘were disposed of, and a ma- 
chine gun emplacement in thetr lines 
was blown up. The party then ro- 
turned to our trenches, bringing back 
two prisoners. The artilery on both 
sides wag active today about Venme'- 
les, Wiettle and Pilkelm.” 
French Keport. . 
PARIS, Jan, 12, via London—The 
following official communication war 
issued by the war office tonight: 
*Two enemy hydro-aeroplanes drop- 
ped eight shells on Dunkirk, causing 
only insignificant material damage, 
‘lo the north of the Aisne, our trench 
guns shattered a fortifled work to the 
west of Soupir, In Champagne our 
artillery effectively ‘bombarded the 
German trenches to the north of Mal- 
sons de Champagne, and to the east of 
the iPutte de Soain In the Argonne, 
the Germans exploded at Hill 285 
(Haute Chevauchee) a mine, which 
caused avast excavation, around 
which, quite a  spiriled engagement 
with grenades continued al' day. We 
have strongty organized the rim to 
the south of the crater. Between the 
Argonne and the Meuse, the enemy at- 
tempted an attack, with the emigsion 
of suffocating gasses, In the region of 
Forges.

Votes Strong Against Those in 
Existence and Reopening of 
New Ones 


REGINA, Jan 12—Final figures 
were obtained this evening on the re- 
cent yote in seven Saskacchewan dis- 
tricts on the question of the govern- 
ments liquor stores, These figures 
show that in the seven districts a to- 
tal of 4.390 cotes were cast on the 
question as to whether a liquor store 
snoulad be opened (in four districts), 
and a total of 3,12% voles cast on the 
question as whether a store should be 
closed (in three districts), not taking 
into account the spol.ed ‘ballots, 

The vote on, the question as to whe- 
ther a liquor store should tbe opened in 
four districts stood, on the complete 
totals, 3.096 against «a store ‘being 
opened, and 1,294 in favor of it, or a 
majority against the store of 1,502. On 
the question of the closing of stores 
In three @ietricta already In operation, 
the vote stood, 2,204 in favor of the 
store lbeing closed, and 923 against, or 
& majority of 1,281 in favor of closing 
them.

American Who Escaped From 
San Ysabel Massacre Reaches 
Bl Paso, Texas 


EL PASO. Texas, Jan, 12,—Thomas 
B, Hotmes, the only American 
escaped the San Ysabe! massacre, ar- 
rived here today, with a more com- 
plete story of the Killing. He de- 
clared that the train was haited at 2 
p.m. by a band of bandits, which he 
estimated at about 200, 

After the Americans were taken off 
and lined up alongside the track they 
vere ordered to disrobe, Realizing 
what was about to’occur, he said’ he 
made,a ‘break for liberty with C. R. 
Watson, Tom Evans and M. A. Chat- 
tonx, They were pursued by about 
fifteen ‘bandits, who shot.all his com- 
vations but missed Holmes, ‘ 

He said he ran about three miles, 
when nuticing le Was no longer pur- 
sued.-he. stopped exhausted. Some 
ranchmen came to his assistance and 
loaned him a mule on which he 
reached Chihuahua City the night of 
January 10. 

Watson's head was blown off, he 
said and after the bodies were 
brought to Chihuahua City it ‘was 
found they had been riddled with bul- 
lets and otherwise mutilated, Hol nes 
declared he did not know who led 
the ‘bandits ‘

LONDON, Jan, 12—‘‘'To say yet that we have got them beat- 
en is dangerous rubbish, but the truth is, we have got them ready 
for a beating.’’ This is the substance of a message sent from Bri- 


tish headquarters by the correspondent of Reuter’s, in quoting an 
interview regarding the German’s on the west front which he had

The interview continues: ‘‘We have now full information 
about the German forces facing us.

The English press believes that the cautions wording of the 
German communications conceals a disaster of large proportions.

were all produced in court, 


Wounds Not Self-inflicted. 


Witnesses stated that the wounds 
Were not self-intiicted, there had bee, 
foul play and the body had been coy- 
ered up after it was dead, Dynamite 
wag reported to have been found in 
the shack but for obvious reasons it 
was not produced in court. 

Murdock McClure, clerk in Walsh's 
second-hand store, identified the rifie 
which he had sold to Henry Heidrick 
by the number in the record hook in 
which the defence discovered the en- 
tries were not made on consecutive 
dates., 

Henry Heidrick bought the rifle on 
October 12 from the previous witness 
and took it to his homestead, When 
he gave it to the detective he took a 
record of the number and it was the 
same as the rifle in court 

Watchmaker s Story. 

George F. Irene of Weat Milton, 
Ohio, came a long way to Edmontun 
bringing with him tne record book 
Which showed he had repaired for 
Noah Hoover on October 25, 1907, a 
watch of the same description and 
with the same number as the one in 
court wh.ch previous Witnesses claim- 
ed to belong to the dead man, and 
which the conductor testified had 
been given to him by the accused for 
fare from 
Junkins to Edmoiton on October 7, 
1915. The tell-tale entry in the book 
of the Ohio jeweler read; ‘Oct, 26, 
1907, Noah Hoover, 16 Hambden, No, 
1,581,884." 

There was a hush in the court as 
the witness took the watch and open- 
ing it read out the number 1,681,884 
and answered, “Yes, it is the same 
number and the same kind of a 
watch,” He explained that he had 
known Hoover ‘tn Ohlo, where witness 
had spent his earlier life, 

Mr. Heffernan tried to shatter this 
testimony, but only got the admission 
that the Ohio jeweler had no record 
of the «umber of the case, 

Corp. Whitley's Story. 

Corp, 8. C. Whitley of R.N,W.M.P., 
told of his finding of the body of the 
murdered man, This witness pro- 
duced the empty Winchester cart- 
ridge and the bullet which had been 
taken from the body at the post mor- 
tem.
